Founded 1834

Pioneer Cloth Binding 


Mr. Bradley was one the pio- 
neers cloth binding this coun- 
try. For many years Bradley bound 
all the publications Ticknor 
Fields, Phillips, Sampson Co., Cros- 
Nichols, and other old Boston 
firms, and also did considerable work 
for Appleton Co. New York 
City. 

1862 event occurred which 
shaped Mr. Crowell’s future business 
life. This was the death Mr. Brad- 
ley, who left well established and 
profitable edition binding business. 
this time Mr. Crowell had risen 
the post general manager and 
was invited the executors con- 
duct the business for the benefit 
the estate. This did successfully 
for three years and, April 1865, 
entered into five-year partner- 
ship with Mrs. Martha Bradley, 
the widow Benjamin Bradley.

Business was good, profits were 
factory, and the end the partner- 
ship Mrs. Bradley retired well satis- 
fied, and sold her interest the busi- 
ness easy terms Crowell,

Washington street, Boston, under his 
own name, “Thomas Crowell, Suc- 
cessor Benjamin Bradley.” 


Bookbinding Years Ago 


“Not much capital was needed 
years ago finance 
business,” Mr. Crowell observed 
the writer. “All the folding, past- 
ing, sewing, backing, and casemaking 
were done hand. The only ma- 
chinery found most shops was used 
for cutting and stamping. 

“Supplies were hoisted rope 
and tackle, and deliveries were still 
made Boston publishers large 
wheelbarrow. The output the larg- 
est edition binderies, engaged bind- 
ing hard covers, scarcely equalled 
one-third the number turned out 
small modern shop today. Never- 
theless, the profits those times were 
substantial.”

pal customers were Fields, Osgood 
Co., Gould Lincoln, The American 
Unitarian Association, the Universal- 
ist Publishing House, Young 
Co., Lothrop Co., Rand, Avery 
Frye, and Henry Hoyt, all well 
known publishing houses their 
time.

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his career leading publisher 
text books under the name Ginn 
Bros., and was having trouble with 
his binder. came Mr. Crowell 
1872, who took over his work 
satisfactory terms and did his bind- 
ing for several years. 


Panic 1873 


The panic 1873 temporarily 
checked Mr. Crowell’s prosperity. 
Among the firms, who were affected 
the panic, was Warren Wyman 
New York, who published religious 
and Sunday School books. They failed 
1875 and December that year 
Mr. Crowell purchased their plates, 
bound books and sheet stock for less 
than $6,000. This marked the start 
the gradual evolution the busi- 
ness from bookbinding publishing 
books, also the entrance the Crowell 
firm into New York. publishing 
branch was started 744 Broadway, 
with William Wyman, formerly 
Warren Wyman, manager. 


Mr. Crowell through the 70’s, the 
80’s, 90’s proceeded add lustre 
the pages American publishing his- 
tory. had preference for books, 
which appealed the serious reader. 
For instance, the first English edi- 
tions Tolstoy were Crowell titles. 
Books social science and economics, 
addition wide range other 
volumes, were published the firm. 


The bindery Boston, which was 
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still binding all the Crowell books, 
and the publishing offices New 
York had changed locations several 
times. 


Located originally Washing-

ton street, the bindery was moved 
Federal street and then 
Kingston street. There the plant 
was destroyed the disastrous 
“Thanksgiving Day fire” 1889. 
The final Boston location was 100 
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Purchase street. The New York of- 
fices were first located 744 Broad- 
way, then Astor place and next 
East 14th street. 

The leases New York and Boston 
expired early 1900, and both 
locations had been outgrown, was 
then proposed combine the two 
plants New York. satisfactory 
building was found the manufac- 
turing district and the business was 
removed 426-428 West Broadway, 
New York, where remained until 
1925. 

1919, however, there was fire 
the building and this caused the 
company give its bookbinding 
division. The plant, with the ma- 
chinery which had escaped the flames, 
was taken over the McNamee 
Bookbinding Co., which occupies the 
building this day. 

1925, four years ago, the com- 
pany moved its present address 
393 Fourth avenue, where entire 
floor, consisting 16,000 square feet, 
was leased. After active and col- 
orful career both bookbinding and 
publishing, Mr. Crowell died 1915, 
the publishing world losing one its 
outstanding personalities. 

Under the presidency Irving 
Crowell, eldest son Thomas 
Crowell, and Crowell, another 
son, who general manager, the 
Crowell Co. has continued up- 
hold the fine publishing traditions 
laid down its founder.
